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tommodore’s creditors gather 


NASSAU. Bahamas, July 19 - Le Meridian, a 
graceful resort hotel on fashionable Cable Beach, 
hardly seems a spot for a fight. It is a place of mani- 
Cured lawns. Swaying palms, sandy beaches and 
emerald water Travellers normally come here for 
the relaxing pleasure of the tropics and line dining 
at the hotel's gourmet restaurant. 

But suddenly on Friday, amidst the usual gather- 
ing of sun-tanned women in bikinis and men in 
shorts, appeared a small army of two dozen 
lawyers, mostly men in dark suits bearing over- 
stuffed briefcases. 

They came to do battle ever the carcass of 
Commodore Internalional Lid, the once mighty 
maker of small computers which had its North 
American headquarters in West Chester. They 
came lor the first official meeting of Commodore's 
Bahamian committee of creditors. 

It is a fight over the company’s assets, over ihe 
future of its technology, over how much of its £146 
million debl will be paid and. not surprisingly when 
lawyers get together, ever legal jurisdiction. 

Commodore, whose stock was traded on the 
New York Stock Exchange until May, was regis- 
tered In the Bahamas, and the company initiated its 
own liquidation in the Bahamian Supreme Gourl. 

The court-appointed Bahamian liquidators so far 
have received at least four proposals lo buy 
Commodore, including one from the management 
team, its subsidiary in the UK, the only one of the 
company’s units still profitable when the firm went 
oul of business. 

The other suitors are Amstrad Pic, a UK 
computer firm; Philips Electronics of the 
Netherlands, and Samsung Electronics of Korea. 

But before there Is a sale, lawyers for 
Commodore’s principal creditors would like to have 
the bankruptcy proceedings moved, or at (easl have 
parallel proceedings opened in the US Bankruptcy 
Court in New York. 

The biggest problem we are having is that the 
Americans don’l trust the Bahamians to do the liqui- 
dation.” said Paul L Adderly. the attorney for the 
two liquidators. 

“What can you do about that?" asked Adderly in 
exasperation. "We are not entirely ignorant of these 
matters in the Bahamas." 

Bui lawyers for the main creditors see Ihings dif- 
ferently. It is not just the competence of the 
Bahamians they have called into question, but the 
efficacy ol Bahamian law. 

Under Bahamian law, a creditor's committee has 
an advisory role white under US law, the creditors 



would have more of a say over final disposition of 
the assets. 

Also. Bahamian law permits the Jiquidalors to go 
back and judge, and possibly reverse, management 
actions involving assets three months before bank- 
ruptcy was declared. American law permits a year. 

So far, the Baharruan court has rejected motions 
from the creditors to have the proceedings moved to 
New York. 

Meanwhile, the creditors are seeking a ruling in 
US Bankruptcy Court m the Southern District of New 
York to seize jurisdiction or at least open parallel 
proceedings. 

The principal opposing creditors are Prudential 
Insurance Co. of America and* a subsidiary, Prune 
Life Insurance Co, both of Newark, NJ, which ars 
□wed a total of $23 million: Anchor National Life 
Insurance Co of Los Angeles, owed $6 million, and 
Daewoo Telecom and Daewoo Corp of Korea, owed 
Sl5 million. 

The creditors have questions about actions taken 
by the Commodore management team shortly 
before and right after the liquidation filing in the 
Bahamas on May 2. 

They want to challenge management's transfer of 
a Commodore unit from one subsidiary to anolher,

and they have questions about the conduct of 
Commodore's former president, Medhi R Ali, 

Ali tried lo gel Prudential and Daewoo to agree to 
allow liquidation proceedings to go unchallenged in 
Ihe Bahamas, in return for a vague promise that ihey 
would gel 50 cents on every dollar of debt. 

According to an affidavit filed in the Bahamian 
Supreme Court by Stephen M Richmond, an attor- 
ney representing the creditor’s committee. All 
claimed he had a foreign buyer for the company and 
the sale would proceed quickly if there was not a 
legal tangle in New York. 

Richmond, a gruff Boston-based lawyer, said that 
Ali refused to tell him who the potential purchaser 
was or what Ihe terms of the sale were. 

Ali is no longer associated with Co mm a do re. 
Reached Monday by telephone at his home in 
Ridgefield, Connecticut, and asked for comment, Ali 
shouted, “You're intruding on my home. I'll complain 
to your editor. You're an idiot” Ha then hung up. 

The Bahamian court -appointed liquidalors are 
Franklyn Wilson and McGregor Robertson, two part- 
ners in the Bahamian offices of Deiotte & Touche, a 
major accounting firm. 

Wilson said on Monday he hoped lo complete Ihe 
safe of Commodore's assets “very quickly", but he 
declined lo be more specific. 

Amid all Ihe men In dark surfs Iasi week was a 
bearded, casually dressed British national, David 
P tease noe, managing director of Commodore’s UK 
subsidiary and a leader of the management team 
trying to buy ail of Ihe company, 

“We might as welt try. We have a good business 
in the UK, a very good business, " said Pleasance, 
who came to the Bahamas to get to know the com* 
party's major creditors. 

If the management buyout is successful, 
Pleasance said operations would be moved 
to England, but that the company would hke to 
keep research and development facilities in 
Norristown. 

"These are very good people, “ Pleasance said. 
“We would like lo keep them."

, he CD32 always had one thing going 
P for it. Despite not bsing exactly the 
— most profound step forward in tech- 
nological history and perhaps even a little cyrv 
ical with its 1200 innards with attached CD 
drrve, the console was and still is, albeit w;ilh 
an ever dwindling supply, in (he shops. 

Compared to some of the heady spec-iisled 
delights of the 3DO, Jaguar, Sony 
PlayStation, Sega Saturn. Nintendo Ultra 64 
and so on, the Commodore machine is look- 
ing positively Jurassic. 

While most of the above machines are not 
yet available, there's enough food lor thought 
there to make one wonder if the scon-to-be 
reborn Commodore should even bother with 
the console market and concentrate their 
RfiD on what they do best - making home 
computers. 

With the likes of Panasonic, Sony and 
Sanyo moving in to the gaming arena flexing 
their rather financially well-developed muscle, 
a company like Commodore which, as we all 
know is having a rather difficult time of it at the 
moment concerning cash flow, may well be in 
a position, even with a new buyer, where they 
simply can't compete. 

Up until last year, the market-place was 
dominated by Nintendo and Sega but with 
huge corporate industries swooping in to 
clean the market place up, what real hope has 
the CD32 got in the grand schema of things? 

While the console is doing well in Britain, 
the market here is small" fry comparecf to the 
all important US and Japanese sectors whers 
the real money te made. 

Another argument is the kind of software 
that is avarlabfe tor the machine. While David 
Pleasance of Commodore UK may well 
■ be telling us that there are plenty of CD32- 
specific titles winging their way to the grey 
lunchbox, punters in the meantime are consis- 
tently having to put up with the usual port 
overs from the A50Q and 120C, 

The words FMv ring out in defence bul 
alas, nothing has appeared across any format 
to warrant the splashing out ol the extra cash, 
Okay, this leaves us with the apparently huge 
market for music and video CDs that can be 
plugged straight in to your machine. 

This may well be the best hope for the 
Commodore machine but again, is it enough 
with a household lhat usually boasts a video 
recorder and stereo system anyway? 

For a C032 with FMV, it’ll end' up costing

RSD.

Installing utilities

with my best efforts, stick men invariably end 
up unrecognisable. 

I’m mentioning this to illustrate the fact 
that a lack ol physical skills should by no 
means be seen as a stumbling block when it 
comes lo computer art. 

Obviously this won’t inspire confidence lor 
those not consumed with a passion tor 3D. 
However, even in two dimensions there's still 
huge scope for what is known as derived art. 

In Other words importing, manipulating 
and compositing real-world imagery to form 
a sometimes surreal mixture of photography, 
freehand, ray traced and digitised art. 

So, if you have the imagination and some 
existing skills in other areas - such as pho- 
tography and videography - you could easily 
combina them with your on-screen talents to 
enhance an existing business or open up 
new opportunities. 

0K r if it’s so easy why isn't everybody 
doing It. Alter alt, if you don't need any physi- 
cal skill it must be a doddle right? Alas no, as 
with every swing there follows the ubiquitous 
roundabout 

Although the Amiga can rescue any 
would-be artist from the limitations of the 
Hash the mental demands remain the same, 
and in fact in many cases the creative pres- 
sure is Even higher than those endured by a 
traditional artist. 

The reason being that every computer 
artist the world over starts out with 
roughly the same basic skills - com- 
mqnly referred to as the machine a f T

Now before the mail bag explores with the 
vented spleens of a thousand outraged art 


be short lived. However, that doesn't mean 
you should take what you're given and be 
glad of it. In many cases the people commis- 
sioning the work will be blissfully unaware of 
the potential and perhaps more importantly 
the limitations of your particular field. 

For example, jaws often drop at

objects resplendent in a sea of reflection. 
However, when you point to the Christmas 
tree in the comer - complete with a million 
Individually modelled pine needles - the 
response will almost always be; "oh that, yes 
it's OK I suppose...’ 

The bottom line is to get involved in ihe 
design stage as soon as possible. As a 
result you can guide the client In the best 
direction for both parttes. 

Anpther point worth mentioning is not to 
Jet the software take over the show. Ail too 
often you see beauliful images ruined by Ihe 
latest addition to the software. 

No matter whether It's lens Hare, motion 
blur, depth of field or any one of Ihe hun- 
dreds of image processing options available 
via programs such as AD Pro or ImageFX. 
always keep your goal dearly defined. ' 

A classic example of overkill al ils best is 
the Christmas card image in this very artiste. 
Although this doesn't suffer from n@w-f ea- 
rn re-iris it does illustrate a very easy mistake 
to make. 

A slightly more spatial version was com- 
missioned for use on Ihe front cover ol an ST 
magazine. When the final image appeared in 
all it's texture-mapped glory I must admit I 
was fairly pleased - I'd even remembered to 
leave space for the CoverDigks - great. 

However, when Ihe cover words, flashes 
and masthead were added Ihe vast majority 
of its appeal was lost.

OK, it's lime to bite the bullet and have a 
bash, bul how do you gel your first job. 
Well first you need a portfolio and a place 
to send it. Perhaps the best way to achieve 
ibis is tg do a couple of freWtow cost jobs in 
exchange tor a reference. 

Assuming you're now armed with the 
necessary, you can start sending expen- 
sive video tapes or prints through the post 
to likely employers. However, beforehand 
It's worth doing a fax/mall out with a brief 
list of what you offer plus yeur references 
and perhaps art example or two, 

Another excellent way ol drumming up 
business is to Wag your way into shows - 
preferably trade. That way you've got your 
target audience all in one place and belter 
still they're all vying for a lead on the oppo- 
sition. 

When approaching business types it's 
useless to walk up brandishing an Amiga 
floppy. You’ll need either a PC or Mac disk 
with the images or animation In a form that 
they can slap in (heir machine and look at 
immediately. 

In most cases Jpeg will be acceptable, 
although it might be worth canrying a few 
Pcx, Piet or GIF examples just in case. 
When it comes to animation, obviously a 
video tape is the ideal medium. 

However, in some cases animation on 
disk may be required. As a Fesult it’s worth 
learning something about both PC and Mac 
animation formats such as Flic and 
Quicklime.

This is a key point of almost all commer- 
cial art work - you 're being paid lo make an 
impact, not to impress your peers. Invariably 
you’re selling something in one way or 
another and it's your job to make |hg client's 
product leap out from Ihe rest.

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adding intricate detail and clever technicali- 
ties lhat only a tiny handful of enthusiasts 
will appreciate isn't always good business. 
At worst they 'll confuse the image, and at 
best waste your valuable lime. 

Obviously with Che huge diversity of 
Amiga hardware and software, fisting the lot 
is out of the question. As a result we’ll con- 
centrate on the elements which you’ll need 
to do business, rather than those which will 
actually generate the end results. 

Perhaps Ihe most important of ah has to 
be a fax modem. Thanks to (he fax element 
you're provided wilh the essential ability to 
both send and receive ideas and proofs of 
work in progress. 

It also overcomes two of the major stum- 
bling blocks when attempting lo incorporate 
Amiga graphics into a business world domi- 
nated by the PC and Macintosh, 

Firstly, the modem element can compfel- 
ely side-step Ihe problem ol transportation. 
All loo often your latest creation will be Just 


As you've probably gathered, the vast 
majorily of my work revolves around still 
images, usually for covers or illustrations 
within articles. 

The reason being lhat they are the 
most cost-effective method of freelancing 
on a part-time basis. Obviously, with a 
full time job It's usually impossible to zip 
off across Ihe country with a machine 
packed with Ihousands of frames of ani- 
malign - all of which need hands-on 
attention during transfer to Ihe client. 

Thanks lo modems, high density f top- 
pies and high compression formats such 
as Jpeg, ifs usually quite straightforward 
to transfer even the largest individual 
files 

When it comes lo file size, I rareiy go 


below 1Q24 x 1024 with the vast majorily 
being 1500 x 1500 or above. At Ihis reso- 
lution even American A4 magazines like 
Amiga Ccmpuling can still reproduce my 
work at an expectable resolution. 

Thanks lo Jpeg, even your largesl cre- 
ations will fit on a high density PC floppy 
using the best possible compression ratio. 
However, there is a word of warning 
concerning Jpeg. 

Although il is often a life-saver it does 
have potential dangers. With the pres^ 
sures on storage inherent with 24-bit art, 
it’s often tempting to work with Jpeg 
images as your standard format. 

However, even when using minimum 
compression the Jpeg format will intro- 
duce unwanted artefacts into the image

promise. Of course you could always opt far 
a colour laser printer - but if you can afford 
lhal sort of expenditure why ncl,,sell up and 
move to the Caribbean, you obviously don't 
need the cash anyway. 

Finally, it’s essential that you invest in 
some sort of 24-bit display device. Although 
Hamfl is great it simply doesn't maich-gp to 
a true 24-bit display. 

Basically the choice is yours but it's worth 
ensuring that the board and accompanying 
paint package you pick has both an alpha 
channel and some form of virtuai memory. 

The alpha channel is an absolule must 
when it comes to blending elements and

data You may well have already 
noticed this, often appearing as 
smudged area or what appear lo be 
hairline cracks running through 
vignettes within the image. 

Initially these are indistinguishable 
even under microscopic magnification. 
However, if you continue to edil the 
image, repeated saving out using the 
Jpeg the situation can get dramatically 
worse. 

Soon more and more errors will 
appear and worst still, those which 
already exist can be enhanced. As a 
result, whenever possible always work 
in none compressed 24-bil format dur- 
ing editing end then swap to Jpeg for 
the final output. 


Before starting or even agreeing to a job, give yourself some time to Ihink things through. Its all too easy to agree 
straight off and then dive slraighf in, only to discover half-way through you’ve gone about it completely the wrong way. 

Once you have a good idea of how lo progress, sketch it oul in rough and fax it through to the client for confirmation. 
If everyone's happy - and only then - it’s lime lo proceed. 

If the job revolves around some specific object, make sure you get hold of some photography of (he exact item in 
question. Better still try to gel hold of ihe item itself I Unbelievable as il may seem, I’ll guarantee you'll gel even simple 
objects horribly wrong if you rely on memory alone. And if someone is paying hard cash they’ll quite rightly expect 
perfection, 

in fact, this raises a key point for any freelancer, Il you're not a perfectionist by nature you won't lasl very long. That 
will do" simply doesn't come in to it. As they say, you're only as good as your fast job - and if your livelihood depends 
on il, it bettor bo good. 


frQk loo big to fit on a PC floppy But thanks 
to the infinite iransfer potential of a modem it 
wouldn't matter if the file was 5Mb lo trig. 

The only limitation is of course the impact 
on your phone bill - assuming you can't con- 
vince the dient lo dial inlo your system that 
is. 

Secondly, thanks to the formal conversion 
options offered by the Amiga's huge arsenal 
of image processing packages, quite literally 
any file type can be delivered direct - again 
regardless of file size. 

Obviously when it comes to mass file 
transfer a modem becomes less attractive, 
however there are alternatives - see anima- 
tion box oul for more info.

ClX plus a Internet address 
are all very nice, however it's unlikely they'll 
be an essential. 

As long as your client has a modem - and 
the vast majority of companies do - you can 
go direct. 

Another must is a good pnnter. in an ideal 
world you'd have two. One laser tor letters, 
dyers. Invoices and olher administration plus 
a dedicated graphics printer with which to 
display your wares at their colourful besl. 

Obviously this isn't an ideal or likely situa- 
tion, so t’m afraid ir’s a question of priorities 
combined with cash-flow, it you want the 
best possible colour output the Pnmira is Ihe 
only serious choice. 

Thanks to a photo realistic add-on it's 
almost like producing chromatins via a repro- 


houso. Bui unfortunately the running cast of 
a Pnmira is high, and although excellent lor 
full colour images it isn’t as impressive 
when it comes lo black and white 
output. 

If you’re after a compromise of 
acceptable running costs, good 
colour proofing and quality 
black and white output, it 
might be worth looking 
ai the Hewlett 
Packard HP 55QC. 

Although not 
laser quality it 
is an excel 
lent com- 
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touching up finis'h-ed material. A classic 
example of this Is the Redzone motorcycle 
image which is comprised solely of scanned 
images and screen shots all composited 
togelher to form the finished graphic. 
Without alpha channel il would be literally 
impossible lo produce. 

As lor virtual memory, this becomes 
invaluable on larger images. If you're only 
ever likely to work In video resolutions or 
smaller It isn't a problem. However, if you 
land a commission to produce a cover 
image for a magazine, or in facl anything 
that demands very high resolution, it's a 
must. 

As you're probably aware, most 24’ bit 
boards have a range of pre-set resolutions. 
If you can't scroti or select an area larger 
than the maximum touching-up, a final can 
be a nightmare and sometimes impossible. 

When it comes to animation, you'll find 
yoursell faced with. 3 whole new collection 
of problems and pitfalls, not least of which 
is the ability to transfer the end results. 

Obviously, if your finances allow, some- 
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Actually getting paid is perhaps one of the 
trickiest elements of freelancing. It's not 
lhal most companies won't pay, it's simply 
that the money is better accruing interest 
in their account lhan yours, As a result 
they’ll try to delay payment until the last 
possible moment. 

However, when dealing with a new 
client it’s essential Ihat you demand at 
least partial payment before starting the 
job. Usually it's wise to ask for between 
one third and half (he total cost. 

In certain cases they'll refuse using the 
‘it’s nol company policy 1106.’' Depending 


on your desperation, either walk away or 
demand a contract beforehand and a guar- 
anteed date for payment in hill. 

If you are forced in to a contractual 
agreement, make sure it's clear that you're 
to be paid on completion - and not on publi- 
cation. It you don't they may simply trash 
your hard work at the last minute and refuse 
lo cough up 

Once you’re familiar with a company it’s 
sometimes good PR to drop the partial pay- 
ment policy and join the unwashed masses 
in the 3Chdays-to-pay department However 
tf you do, keep a close eye on I he wall plan- 
ner - nol to menlion the bank manager. 

OK. we discussed how to gat paid, but 
what still remains is how much. When nego- 
tiating a price ii's always a good idea to 
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thing like the PAR - or personal animation 
recorder - is the ideal solution, allowing you 
to iransfer near D1 digital video direct to the 
recording system of the clients choice either 
via composite, S-VH$ or component output, 

ACCESS 

However, if you don't have direct access 
to single-frame recording equipment its 
worth enquiring il the clienl has access lo 
such facilities. If so, you could take your

Hard times 

Part and parcel of being a freelancer is finding, yourself twiddling your thumbs on occasions, 
As a result it’s essential you try and add as many strings to your bow as possible. 

II limes are hard take anything thal's going, it’s much better to be humble lhan bankrupt - 
packing shelves, occasional bar work, anything just to lide you over until the next job comes 

along. . . , , 

Another good idea is to get yourself a wall planner and attempt lo get the work in early and 
spread the load a tilde. When one job is in progress it's downtime for all the others, and if you 
don't plan property you'll al besl end up with nolhing to do, or at worst miss a deadline. 

Once you’re au fait with the finer points of a particular subject or software package, why not 
attempt a Rifle freelance journalism. After all, you're soiling your skills on screen, why not do 
me same in print and how two do's are always nice little earners. 

If you have incorporated photography, videography and perhaps even music info your work 
you could sell your memoirs to a whole host of magazines - even this one, 

Although much of the above has revolved around corporate work, it's also worth approach- 
ing local user groups, whether they be computer, video or photographic. At worst you'll pick 
up a lew nickel and dime jobs to tide you over while also making a lot of what could becoms 
lucrative oontacls, 
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open with the classic ~weil what's your 
budget'' 

That way the ball's firmly in their court, 
and better still you couki be amazed how 
much some people are willing to pay. If the 
offer is laughable come back with an 
inflated counter alter around the figure you 
were originally after and see how it goes. 

Basically common sense is the order of 
(he day, bul don't make the mistake qf 
undervaluing yourself. If possible work out 
a standard hourly rale - plus expenses - 
and slay with it. 

Remember, not many people can do 
the sort of work, so slick to your guns. If 
vou’re up to the mark you'll get what you 
deserve, either from them or someone 
else, Good luck... 


system is something you plan to aspire too 
rather than invesl in immediately there is an 
allemative, Although not broadcast quality, 
a combination of DCTV and Clarissa offers 
an excaltenl and affordable alternative. 

Better still, it also works very well as a 
method ol proofing your animations, either 
For ydur own benefit or as a demo of work in 
progress lor your client. 

Thanks to the composite output of the 
DCTV. all you need is to plug the output 
directly into any heme VCR and you have 
an instant demo to pop in the post, And bel- 
ter still, because Clarissa produces such 
smooth playback you're unlikely to under- 
mine client confidence. 

EXPLOSION 

However, having mentioned the video- 
graphic uses of animation it's worth stress- 
ing there's another market that could prove 
profitable to the animator. Thanks to the 
explosion of CD-Rorn there's also a 
huge market for intros and other graphic 
interludes. 

In addition, there's a growing market for 
on-line education. Due to the expense and 
effort involved in producing and updating 
manuals and other traditional learning

ends of the spectrum by bringing 
video capabilities to the Picasso II 
RTG graphics card. The Picasso II has a t6 
pin expansion plug near the back plate of the 
board and it is to here that Pablo connects. 

Once you have removed the standard 
back plate from the Picasso and replaced it 
with the one in Che Pablo box that has two 
extra holes lor the Composite and YfC out' 
puts, it is a simple matter to screw Pablo to 
the Picasso board using the supplied mounts 
and screws. 

Pablo certainly comes well-equipped with 
connections to the outside world. In addition 
to the standard RCA jack cable for composite 
signals and Y/C cable, there are adaptors for 
BNGand SCART connections. 

There are also live disks containing upd- 
ated system software for Picasso allowing tor 
the new video connection, and a copy of the 
excellent MamActor animation software along 
with some example animations. 

The sollware installation uses 
Commodore's Installer and is painless, but 
there are two problems with it.. 

Firstly, it doesn't check what revision of the 
system software you are currently using, 
overwriting the newer versions I had down- 
loaded the previous evening, 

Also, while installing MainAclor there are 
points when it warns the next disk but it 
doesn't fell you what it wants, merety puls up 
a "Proceed/ Abort Install" message leaving 
you guessing what it is waiting lor. 

Informed Picasso users will no doubt be 
aware of the PioassoMode software available 
for Picasso, It allows the customisation of 
screenmodes to the user's desires, 

To use it. rather than having the standard 
36kHz or 57kHz tooltype. you put CUSTOM 
in the village. library icon. This then makes 
Picasso look for a file in the directory 
D£V$: Village corresponding to sellings you 
have made in PicassoMode, Pablo comes 
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with various monitor modes for PicassoMode 
that allow you to use a combination ol video 
resolutions with monitor resolutions, lor 
instance, l5&38kHz. 

Then all non- Amiga resolutions, tike 1024 x 
766, are routed lo your monitor, bul ones like 
640 x 512 are sent out of Pablo's video out- 
puts. This brings up a serious failing in Pablo. 

It doesn't come with any overscan settings. 
In fact the highest resolution it goes up to for 
video ks actually 640 x 512 and it is not possi- 
ble to create a 766 x 576 screenmode with 
Picasso Mode.

MainActor is a piece of software for the 
creation of animations, Its use isn't solely 
restricted to Picasso as it can be used to 
make normal AMIM-lype animations, along 
with foreign formats like FLCs and FLIs, 
it can also be used as a conversion tod to 
allow you lo take animations created on a 
PC and transfer them to a native Amiga for- 
mat or vice versa. 

MainActor does have a special lormat 


In order for Pablo lo create a signal that can be viewed on a television screen or record- 
ed to videotape, it has to be at the correct horizontal scan rate and vertical refresh rate. 

For a PAL signal, these settings have to be around 15kHz and 50Hz respectively 
Unlike Opalvision, however, Pablo's output cannot bs genlocked unless you have a TBC 


or Time-Base Corrector. 

This is because Pablo's output doesn't really count as "computer video out" but as a 
separate video signal, just like lhat from a video camera or recorder, and it thus- needs to 
have the stabilising influence of a TBC to make sure it syncs with other video equipment. 

In the past there has always been a gap between graphics cards intended for video 
work and ones lo aid productivity. Video cards worked only with graphics programs Wit- 
ten especially to take advantage of fheir 24-bit abilities, but they wore about as much 
use lo Workbench-based programs as a bicycle is to a fish, 

On the other hand, the productivity cards, or RTG cards as people like lo call them, 
only worked at high scan rates unsuitable for video work. 
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a new face in uideo 
graphics will euofue. 
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Bright lights 

One more thing, Once l had connected up my Pablo and gone back lo using my monitor, 
with Pablo's output hooked up to my S-VHS video deck, I noticed that normal Amiga 
screens were of the ususal brightness on my NEC 4FG. 

However, before l had connected Pabio my Picasso screens were of the same bright- 
ness. Now they were a lot darker and I spent a while fiddling with my brightness control, 
wondering il Pabto was worth all this hasste considering it didn't even output to the resole- 
irons I desired. 

Then, turning in desperation to the manual, I discovered that there were three fumpeis 
on the Pabio. I had noticed them when I was installing my beard, bul as the manual's, 
description of the installation process made no mention of ihem, I had paid them no further 
attention. Well, referring lo the last-but-orw page in the manual I ascertained that removing 
these three jumpers would result in a much bnghlor image through Picasso, but it warned 
me to have both the Pablo and Picasso outputs active lo prevent overloading. 

Since i always intended lo have both Y/C and monitor output. I would have set these 
jumpers accordingly at the lime of installation had I but known. 
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specifically for Picasso owners in. tie shape 
of the mundanely-named “Picasso" format. 
Animations in this formal can be 24-bit, 16-bit 
or 8-bit H with MainActor automatically dilher- 
«ng 24-bit frames lo 16-bit it desired- 
File sizes aren't ovsrtarge considering the 
amounL of data lhat must be Contained in 
each frame lor full 24-bil animation, and each 
frame can have a different timecode, letting 
you set pauses withm an animation without 
♦laving to increase the framecount. 

MainActor also has the ability to add sound 
lo any animation in the form of IFF samples 
and can display animations in a window 


on the MainActor screen or on (he«r own 
screen. 

Up lo five animations can be loaded at 
any time, and if you don r have enough ram 
lo hold an animation in memory. MamActor 
does a very respectable pb of playing it 
back directly from your hard disk, 

The manual states lhat The version of 
MainActor lhat comes wilh Pablo is the full 
version, but you stilt get the annoying 
requesters saying "Pay the fee" - until you 
return your registration card, and Village 
Tronic then send you back your Keyfile lo 
personalise your copy. 

This is a good idea in principle but I rec- 
ommend that animators gel their Pablos 
long before they need to do any work, as it 
seems to take Village Tronic an absolute 
age to send out I he key hie in question 
{well in excess of the normal 26 days for 
delivery in at leas! one circumstance I am 
aware of). 

If you really can't wail or you wan! a full 
copy of MainActor right now and will settle 
for a black border around your animations, 
then go right ahead and buy one, you wonl 
be disappointed in the quality of the video 
output.

to pay the bills, have always known 
that getting just the right texture can be the 
difference between a decent Image and a 
good one. 

They've also known the frustration of ren- 
dering tor hours just to Iry oul a small 
change, a process which can test any user's 
sanity. 

With Apex Software's Forge, a dedicated 
texture previewer and visualises all that is set 
to change. Forge is bundled wilh the 
Essence ll procedural textures for Imagine 
3D, and the image maps it produces can tie- 
used with any package. 

At heart it is a simple program wilh a 
down-lo earth workaday job, but in productiv- 
ity terms Forge is about tha best thing since 
the maths co-processor. 

Opening on a clean, no nonsense inter’ 
face, Forge offers a quarter screen preview 
window of the textures being worked on, a 
variety of controls for lighting and shading 
preferences, and a full set ol sliders to control 
texture attributes. 

The preview window can be sat to display 
one side of a cube (front, side, or lop), or one 
of three views of a sphere so that the user 
can form a belter idea of how the finished 
item will appear. 

In addition, one can also tell Forge to dis- 
play and render a spherical map, cylindrical 
map, or a planar repeating map. In other 
words, the program can automatically calcu- 
late the way an image is stretched when 
wrapped around a sphere or cylinder, and will 
compensate so lhal when She map Is ren- 
dered it fits snugly around its parent object. 

The repeating maps, designed to tile with- 
out the seams shewing, are less useful, and 
the program sometimes produces results 
which don't tile well at all. 

As Essence textures are what is known as 
“procedural" (they use complex maths rather 
than bitmaps to create images), Forge has to 
use an aspect ratio of at least 2:1 . sometimes 
more, to create a map that will tile properly, 
and at these ratios some of the textures 
begin to look a bit stretched. 

If is also easy to produce an image which 
tiles seamlessly in one direction but not 
another - something L found with the default 
flagstones texture. 

A few minutes of fiddling can usually sort 
the tiling problem out though, end because 
using an image map rather than a procedural 
texture saves a lot of rendering time, perse- 
verance is well rewarded.

In this way, the Essence textures can be 
used, in biimap form at least, wilh any pack- 
age and at a much improved speed, 

Unfortunately, Forge really only works with 



Essence ll isn't new, but it is still the best collection of 
procedural textures you're likely to find outside a Silicon 
Graphics workstation. 

Essence II version 3.0, the version supplied with 
Forge, has bean improved slightly in forms of rendering 
speed (the authors claim ten per cent), and there are 
now a set of 6BG40 optimised textures for users of the 
faster processor. 

In lotal. Essence comprises of dozens of textures and 
literally hundreds of attribute files (surfaces to you 
Lightwave users) which use one or mors textures to 


produce everything from rgin to spaceship hulls and gas 
planets. In use they can be very stow at times, particu- 
larly those which make heavy use of bump mapping, but 
I be results can be stunning, and no Imagine image need 
ever look the same again once you have a copy of 
Essence. 

Forge makes the perfect partner to Essence in that 
users now have the opportunity to use textures within 
Imagine or to quickly render a bitmap and use that 
instead. This results in a superb coupling of speed and 
flexibility. 


the two volumes d Essence II textures sup- 
plied with the package. It will recognise 
Imagine 3.C textures and attempt lo load 
them, but I he rendered results are rather 
grolly to say Ihe least 

Essence ll contains enough textures that 
this isn't a big blow, but had the program the 
ability to load all Imagine texlures it would 
have been more useful. 

All this talk of rendering and creating 
image maps is great If you own a package 
other than Imagine and you’re dying lo get 
your hands on those Essence textures, but 
Imagine users themselves will probably be 
as interested in Forge's preview facility. 

The quarter screen preview window dis- 
plays a dithered 16 colour hi-res interlace 
image (256 colors are supported lor users of 
AGA, Picasso. OpalVisiorv or EGS displays) 
which is updated in real time as Ihe user 
messes around with texture settings, and this 
is invaluable. 

Hall a dozen passes are made before the 
window completely updates, with more detail 
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Jargon buster 

texture - a generic term for any process or image applied to a 
surface with foe intention of altering its appearance, 

procedural tenure - a texture {in fact a small program) which 
has a number of built in variables the user can set to achieve 
limitless variety in the finished appearance. 

Procedural textures produce very clean 3D effects, but 
because of the maths involved they can bo very slow to render. 
Their prime advantages are memory etticiency and Ibexibility. 

irnage map - a texture termed by taking an existing image and 
“mapping” it onto tee target object. Image maps render very 
quickly, but are lairty inflexible and use precious memory, 

Forge can he used to create image maps Horn any Essence II 
procedural texture, thus speeding up rendering while relaining a 
degree of flexibility. 

tiling - l be practioe of taking a small image map and tiling or 
repeating it across a large surface, This process saves memory 
because tee image map is kept as small as possible, but is only 
suitable for images which follow a pattern of sorts. 

spherical map - a map designed specifically to wrap around a 
sphere, thus avoiding the usual squashing effect around tee 
poles. A good example of this would be I he strangely shaped 
planet Earth maps often found m aliases. Forge can automati- 
cally take care of pole squashing when creating spherical maps.

Animation previews can also be created 
and the final animation rendered from within 
Forge, thanks to a couple of clever features. 
Setting start and end frames is as easy as 
clicking on the buttons in the middle Of the 
Forge screen, and changes can be made 
either to bote at once or just one of them, 
Creating a raindrops animation using the 
Essence II raindrops texture is then a simple 
matter of loading the texture, setting its built- 
in-time variable to one second on the last 
frame, then rendering 25 frames in 
sequence. 

The preview itself comes in the form of a 
storyboard view, which can force the normal 
window to show up to 25 shrunken images at 
once. When this view is selected, a small pre- 
view box appears below the window, and 
clicking in it starts the animation, 

Nothing could be simpler, and though it 
can be tricky to see any changes in the tiny 
anim box, this is still many times better than

Forge will make a good guess at the lime 
each frame is going to lake lo render, so If 
you are generating a series of large images 
for use as a sequential image map, the pro- 
gram will even tell you when it would be a 
good idea to nip off for a cuppa. Isn't That 
nice? 

Without a doubt, Forge is wati worth buying 
and virtually unmissable for Imagine owners. 
The speed and ease with which one can 
experiment not only boosls productivity but 
encourages whacky combinations of textures 
(up to nine can be used at once) and prods 
Ihe user on towards creating now looks. 

Lightwave and Real 3D owners won't have 
quite as much use for Forge, bul even these 
users would be crazy not to give it a quick

Then, Ihe 
immediate outburst of enthusiasm began to 
give way to nagging doubts and r worse 
still, negative comments from the head of 
Commodore UK, David Pleasance. 

While the CD 1 200 drive boasts the same 
planar chip that can be found inside the 
CD32, there was no option to install Mpeg, 

Secondly, the trapdoor connector on the 
120Q is used to house Commodore's CD- 
ROM instead of the PCMCIA port, which 
means Thai no matter how hard you try, 
there's no room In Ihe future for upgrades 
via the use of memory expansions and 
accelerator cards.

Unfortunately whan demand rocketed 
with the release of the A 1200 and A40QO, 
Commodore were forced back to the credit 
tors for additional cash in order to manu- 
facture the machines the market was 
screaming tor. 

Not surprisingly they refused, demand- 
ing payment of the money already bor- 
rowed, At the moment commodore as we 
know it is effectively dead, caught in a clas- 
sic example of how cash-flow can kill the 
gulden goose. 

I only hope that when Commodore finally 
returns from Ihe corporate wilderness they 
will have learned their lesson.

place with the first question as we have 
our very own cold boot problem on one of 
our A3 QOfl. 

In our case the problem appears 1o be 
the initialisation time of the drive. The 3000 
in question runs an 040 which attempts lo 
boot the machine very quickly. 

Unfortunately the hard drive In the 
machine Is a fairly slow replacement with 
can only manage a 17 millisecond access 
time. As a result, when the machine boots 
the 040 boots-up before the drive is up to 
speed, it therefore asks for a boot disk to 
be installed. 

But as in your case, once warm reboo- 
ted the problem disappears, It might also 
be worth checking out the bool priority of 
drive in relation to any others on your sys- 
tem - assuming you have a second hard 

drive. 

We decided long ago that if added 
character and as it never caused a 
problem II should be left alone — 
If It ain’t completely broke don't 
make things any worse - an 
old computing adage. 

Messing about with your 
I startup-sequence isn't a very 
i likely cure as your machine 
_ simply isn't getting that far 
f into the bool sequence. So my 
' advice would be to stick with 
the Vulcan death grip once a day 
jusl like we do. 

As for your second point there is 
a solution. Firstly ensure the view com- 
mand you use is before IPrefs In the start- 
up-sequence 

Secondly ensure thal the view com- 
mand is running as a background task. 
Fortunately there’s a few methods to 
achieve this. You can either use run back 
or Brun - both of which are small util Hies 
widely available in the PD. 

However, if you can't be bothered sifting 
through the PD there Is an Amiga Dos alter- 
native. Simply add the line run >NIL: <NIL: 
followed by the path, the command name, 
and the file name. 


I have In the last couple of months purchased an Amiga 
SOO+, If s the first computer I have ever owned and to date 
have mainly used it for games, I have been offered a 
40MB IDE hard drive which has led me to wonder aboul 
the Amiga as a sequencer, 

In the pasl 1 have used dedicated Modules such as the 
ICorg Ml, but now I'm wondering how good Ihe internal 
sounds on the Amiga can be? So, I'm willing to you for 
advice, 

What 1 would like is a sequencer program thal runs high- 
quality internal sounds from an external Midi keyboard I've 
been pfaying round with the GctaMed program, and 
though this software is restricting and 1 MB sounds leave 
little to be desired, it got me thinking. 

If I had 40MB, cou&d I get sounds that equal Modules 
like the Korg Ml? I need a program that has effects like 
revert) and chorus and the ability Eo pan internal sounds 
across the stereo field, as well as having at least Ifi tracks 
with full edit. 

I buy your magazine every month and a few weeks, ago 
a friend gave me Ihe CoverDtsk from an issue back in “SS, 
On il was BarsA Pipes which is ihe closest to the program 
I'm trying to find, yet l could find no way of running internal 
sounds from an external source, nor could I pan the 


sounds across the stereo field. Am I hoping for too much? 
Will ihe Amiga run with an IDE hard drive and, if so. can I 
rind the kind of sounds and program described?

The internal sounds on the Amiga art only 8-blt end, 
as a result, they can't match the 16-bit synthesis of the 
Ml . Thera does seem to be some confusion on your 
part about the difference between hard drive space 
and RAM. 

Amiga samples are almost always stored in RAM, 
therefore it’s a RAM expansion that will most suit your 
requirements. Reverb, chorus and the like can only be 
added via sample processing software such as 
Auditiorvl or Audio Engineer. Once the desired effect 
is added they can then be used in your production. 

Your suspicion about BarsScPipes is correct - the 
full version allows complete integration of S-bit sam- 
ples into midi productions via a set of specialised 
tools which ship with the package. 

By the way, IDE hard drives will work but you'll need 
an IDE controller as well. I believe Gasleiner sell edge 
connecting IDE controllers separately which would do 
the job.

As far as ordering PD In general is i

j bigger libraries or those which adver- 
j rise regularly In the magazines, 

■ Obviously this lends to precludes the j 
smaller libraries. 

However, this doesn’t mean they 
should be ignored. Simply use a little 
caution until you're confident of their 
ability to produce the goods.

When I received my AmigaGuide package a 
Sample. guide was provided which shows the 
different tags and their effects, This works 
fine in Multiview but looks awful In 
AmigaGuide in which none of the tag effects 
show up. 

If you have any text formatting tags such 
as @{b} or @{i} you should remove them, as 
they do tend to have a damaging effect. The 
^Wordwrap command also fails to work in 
AmigaGuide and text tends to flood of the 
right edge which you need to scroll. 

Another error occurs in Muktiview when a 
word or series of words that have style tags 
have to be word wrapped. For some reason 
the information is simply split across two 
lines and whatever the letter was where the 


split occurred disappears. My advice would be to 
stick with the standard ASCII document until 
AmigaGuide is improved.

Users of the previous Brilliance package 
will already have bean convinced Of As supe- 
riorly over DPaint and Personal Paint, but for 
those users still working with these packages 
a lair amount of convincing is going lo be 
needed, especially as DPaint has become 
the default art package for Amiga artists. 

Unlike DPaint and Personal Painl, 
Brilliance takes a new approach to ihg pull- 
down menu style of option selection and 
offers a variety of panels which are stacked 
at the bottom of the screen. 

Combine these with the hotkey definitions 
which can be assigned to panels via the key- 
pad and you’ve got a powerful and flexible 
design interface which is quick to access and 
totally programmable. 

The program offers all the tools and 
options available in DPaint and more. Digital 
Creations have definitely thought long and 
hard about Brilliance and seems to have per- 
fected what so many other companies have 
failed - a paint package that superceeds 
DPaint in all respects. 

TqqI wise, Brilliance is literally overflowing 
with familiar, and some nct-so-f a miliar, 
drawing methods that make image creation a 



breeze. In fact, this is certainly one t* 
most attractive areas of Brilliance - is i 
friendliness. 

Animation, stenciling and gradse^' 
have also been included in Bnl tlanc* 
have been much Improved over DP- 
Unlike DPaint, Brilliance has the abiii 
tween brushes - that is to take a st* 
image and end image and then fill in the 
essary images in-between.

Any animation techniques must be applied 
by hand, There are some very useful addi- 
tions, like new compression ratios which can 
reduce the size ol an animation dramatically , 
and Ihe ability lo create animations with vary- 
ing palettes and Irarne by frame liming which 
have been neglected by DPaint and 
Brilliance. 

Multi-palette animations are extremely 
uselul and can be viewed externally by using 
View V3.6 or ViewTek which are available 
from most reputable PD libraries.

sight faster than DPainf and Personal Painl 
and can perform some operations faster on a 
66000 than DPaint can on a 68020. 

True Brilliance, the HAM version makes 
working in HAM (Hold And Modify) a plea- 
sure, something that DPaint tried desperately 
to manage but failed so miserably. 

For Brilliance upgraders the differences 
between tha previous version are mostly 
invisible. The drawing routines have been re- 
written and are now a lot faster as a result of 
customer feedback, 

Mew animation formats have also been 
supported and apart from the standard 
AMIM5 format, also include Op-5, Qp*8 
(Word}, Qp-6 (Long) and Single frames. 

Most of these formats are not fully suppo- 
rted yet, but when they are Bnlliance will be at 
the Iront of the queue as far as compatibility 
goes.

speed. These were very shortly followed 
oy 9600 and 14400 baud modems, 
and in what seemed like a quarter of the 
time. 

So sure enough we find ourselves in the 
present looking down both barrels Of a 
28B0G baud modem. Who’d have thought 
rt? And not only is it double the speed ol the 
modems we are all using, but it's only 
£285.53, rather than the £600 you used to 
have to pay for a 14400 when they first 
came out. 


The pace of technology is a baffling 
thing, and it seems a bit worrying to buy 
anything like this in this day and ago when 
it's becoming alarmingly apparent that 
almost everything we buy for our Amiga is 
almost out of dale before we wrestle it out 
of the box, 


IDENTITY 

You'd be forgiven for mistaking the £86 
for a regular 14400 modem just by 
booking at it, as it's enclosed in the 
self-same brushed aluminium case with 
black ends. But It's a very different beast 
mside. 

What you are in fact looking at is a 26800 
baud modem (I still get a kick out of saying 
;hat) which runs at 28800 baud for data, 
14400 for fax (although I've yet lo encounter 
a fax which runs faster than 4600 or 8600} 
and MNP modes 2 to 5 plus mods 1 0. 

What Ihis means in plain English is that 
as far as data transfer is concerned, this 
thing sends stuff before you press Ihe send 
button - it’s that fast. 



The MNP part relates to Miracom 
Neworking Protocol and is a form of dala 
error correction and compression which 
allows for lasler and more reliable operaling 
speeds. 

MNP 24 Is what is also known as LAPM 
or V42 and this is an error correction 
method, which means that checksums are 
sent and received by modem and remote 
host to ensure whal is sent is complete and 
not corrupted by line noise.

HlfaOpfic optical 
mouse 



One of the biggest problems Amiga owners are going to Face using the contemporary opto- 
mechanical mouse is blockage. This normally occurs when Ihe internal plastic rollers 
become oontami nated with dust and fluff. 

The net result is a complete headache with Ihe mouse sticking or moving erratically. One 
solution is noihing more lhan a good clean out, the other is to take rollers out ol the equa- 
tion totally, and go optical, 

An optical mouse reads dot information tram a special mouse mat, instead ot using 
rollers. However, while you won't have many problems wilh dirt, the movement on optical^ 
mice has been criticised for lack of feeling, and they have the notorious habtU^- ' 
of losing their whereabouts when moved tm quickly. But whai about 
the Alfa optical mouse? 

Well, on the catwalk (shouldn't that be mousewalk?) ol 
ergonomics it's not the most graceful looking animal. It has a , 
bulky took that gives the user expectations of a sturdy mouse. \ 

The reality is that Alfa is really quite light and feels lairly insub- 
stantial. \ 

The Alfa also comes with a handy little bolder so you can attach 
it to the side of your monitor. This seems more of a gimmick than a 
practicality but who's going lo really moan; after all it's a Ireebie. 

It also lacks the grace that the Gasieiner dpi 400 has, and feels fairly uncomfort- 
able when used. Butionwise. you've go! three, rather than the standard two buttoned 
mouse. 


This is lor the benefit of our PC counterparts to a large extent, but there are Amiga appli- 
cations out (here that can utilise this feature. The acid test came when we decided lo try it 
out on DPaint, What a tat down. 

After feeling Fairly comfortable on desktop operelions, it came as some 
surprise lo find oul that the optical mouse stuttered end stammered around ihe drawing 
window and struggled intensely to produce anything like a smooth arc or circle, despite its 

300 dpi. ... 

As a small companson we decided to try out the Easterner 40b dpi immediately after- 
wards, The difference was striking and made my mind up which I would choose, 
whatever the problems with clogging. 

If you do work in an extremely dusty environment, or are 
just dead set on an optical mouse, then the Alfa is worth 
a look at, but it would also be advisable lo examine the Nashka 
range.

Along with clogging problems, the other dilemma some 
users find is mouse control. Alter all, when using an art 
package, attempting to draw accurately with a mouse 
isn'i as natural as using pencil shaped. With this in H 
mind, Alfa Data have released the AlfaPen 
optical pen mouse. 

The optical pen employs a 
similar system to the standard 
optical mouse. II reads its posi- 
tion via an infra-red beam which, 
using a horizontal and vertical grid, 
converts the information into your 
screen position. Like its optical coun- 
terpart. the AlfaPen uses a three bution 
approach when in use. Located at what 
we'll call ihe nib end, the largest of the three 
butlons acts as the left mouse bution. 

Behind the largest ol these buttons sit two other 
smaller buttons. The button on the nghl hand side acts 
m the same capacity as (he right mouse button, while 
the tefl button gives you that extra dimension when 
using applications that allow its use. 

AllaPen doesn’t feel loo bad in the hand - it's light 
and no! ai all cumbersome when you use it. However, 
when you attempt to use the buttons, implementation rs 
not so easy. 

The buttons are very closely grouped, and even the 
most coordinated and dextrous of you will struggle to 
use this arrangement profciently. 



If I gave the AlfaPen the benefit of the doubt f'd say 
that its use couly be described as a tittle like using 
chopsticks - totally alien at lirsl, but 
the more you use them the more 
accomplished you become. 

Unfortunately* the AlfaPen suffers 
similar problems to its companion. 
Again, D Paint became the bench- 
mark lest, and while AlfaPen 
feels more natural to drew with, 
ihe arcs drawn had no particular 
accuracy and felt jerky. 

AlfaPen also suffered when moved 
mat loo suddenly.

Ultimately, however much you might feet you 
need an optical pen. when you get one up and 
running you might just feet (hat you've wasted your 
money.

The Amiga was one of the first home computers to use 
the now commonplace means o! interaction between the 
user and the computer - the mouse. 

Previously, movement had been carried out via the 
cursor keys, a system thai made ihe relatively 1 simple 
mouse seem light years ahead technologically. 

But, since Ihe implementation of ihe mechanical 
rodent, what further progress has aciualfy been 
made? Well, not much really, aside from cosmetic things 
like lead length, free game and novelty mice teeth 
painted on to the side ol your 
handset. . 

Perhaps the greatest single 
step forward was the /■ 
improvement of dpi (dots M i 
per inch] speed, which gov- 
ems how much horizontal 
and vertical information the 
Amiga can pick up pe r inch 
of space, 

This always costs that little X, 
extra, with most people using the mouse 
for standard practices tooling it an unnecessary 
luxury. Wall, Easterner's 400 dpi mouse knocks all of 
that into touch. Its £15 price tag makes it just about Ihe 
cheapest 400 dpi mouse an the market. 0ut r as a cus- 


tomer, what is the price you pay lor this economy? 
Simple, none, easterner's 4100 glides across Ihe mat 
wilh a grace ttial leaves other rodents and eavys 
floundering in the straw, 

It tracks across the screen with such ease that you 
hardly need Hick your wnst, and the space necessary to 
operate it is negligible. 

On the ergonomics front, again Ihe Easterner 400 dpi 
is a freak Its small body is much sturdier than you’d 
believe its price would command, and sils in the palm of 
the hand very comfortably. 

Control is finite and ihe micro-switches respond 
with the slightest muscle spasm from your 
forefingers. 

A slight mggle might be that some 
users woufd find it loo sensitive, 
» but for my cash Ihe easterner 400 dpi is 
an excellent tool to use alongside any 
** OTP or art package.

Although (he Commodore mouse has come 
on leaps and bounds thanks to the A60D. 
A1200 and A4DQ0, there's still plenty of room 
lor improvement. 

This is more lhan apparent if you plan lo 
use your mouse in conjunction with an art 
package for anything in the artistic vein. 
Many of the mice available to the user can 
set you back anything up to Ihe region ol £29 
for something that exists within the 280-299 
dpi range, 

Certainly Silica's Mashka, which is a 
sturdy alt rounder, and the squared off 
Contriver mouse slot nicely into this bracket, 

Wilh this in mind. Easterner launched a 
283 dpi mouse that retails ai Ihe bargain 
price of £6.99, Okay, it uses membrane 
switches as opposed to micro-switches to co- 
ordinate its buttons, hut it does have many 
saving graces. 


For one, it's damn good value lor money - 



could put you off because it's too cheap. 
Well, I assure you there's nothing to be 
frightened of. 

Easterner's budge! rodent (eels extremely 
comfortable to the touch and fits the 
ergonomics of the hand very well. It feels 
very sturdy and your lingers reach the two 
buttons wilh ease. 

The other aspect to consider with this 
mouse is its aesthetic qualities. Although it's 
a simple design it looks robust and the two 
deep grey mouse buttons offset Ihe light grey 
ol the main body very effectively. 

On the down-side, opto -mechanical 
design means Ihe occasional cleaning of the 
ball and roller, but again, that's only a short 
and very temporary inconvenience. 

Overall., Easterner have produced a 
mouse that, although technologically outwit- 
ted, car live alongside its rodent counter- 
parts when it comes to accuracy and overall 
performance.

O s discussed in the first tutorial, the 
screen is the basic drawing board 
for all your visible operations within 
*ne workbench environment. But, instead of 
using the workbench screen, I! am going to 
show you how to use ydur own screen by 
■akmg you through the steps of writing a 
aasic picture displayed {Oooaooh)] 

As you are probably familiar with, the 
Amiga is capable of displaying pictures or 
information in many different modes. Such 
anodes include Lores, Hires, Interlace and 
even HAM. I can't explain all ihese modes 
n this article, so I will just use the two most 
commonly known modes- Lores and Hires. 

* Lores: This is the lowest display mode 
tor the Amiga to use and Is the preferred 
j rawing mode of mosl graphic arlisls. in 
-ores mode iht Amiga can display 256 
hies from top lo bottom, with each line con- 
sisting of 320 dots. In this mode the stan- 
dard Amiga 560 can display a maximum of 
32 true colours, where as the Amiga 1200 
can display 256 true colours. 

• Hires: As the name suggesls, this dis- 
play mode is a higher resolution than ihe 
Lores mode (but not the highest resolution 
possible), in Hires mode the Amiga still only 
displays 256 lines from lop to bottom, but 
each line new consists of 640 dole from left 
Do right. 

Unfortunately, In Hires mode the Amiga 
500 can only display a maximum of 16 true 
colours, but the Amiga 1200 can still display 
rts full quote of 266 true colours..

If you have been reading your manual, 
you would have realised that to open a sim- 
ple Lores screen which has dimensions of 
32CT256 pixels, you only need to use the 
shortened version of the 'Screen' 
command.

Lores, so all you need to do is to tell it how 
many bitplanes you want (the number of bil- 
danes dictates how many colours can be 
used by using the following maths: 

2" Bitplanes = Number of colours, ie, 2 brt- 
pianes - 1'2*2 = 4), The first value repre- 
sents the screens id number.

If you check your manual you can see that 
the lirst two values after the screen id num- 
ber is the X,v position. These values are 
relative to the top left-hand corner ol the 
screen (ie. 0.0 is positioned in the top left- 
hand corner). 

The next two values are the width and 
height of the screen in pixels as explained 
above, After lhat follows the number ol bi- 
planes and then the screenmode value. 

This value Is related to a chart in your 
Blitz User Magazine No.1 on page eight, 
which shows Thai a value of S9060 gives us

All we need to do Is add a few menu 
options and we'll have a good picture dis- 
ptayer, But, first a few basics about menus: 

* Each menu is split into seelions, a title, 
an option and a sub-option. 

The title is a3 Ihe name suggests, the 
name of a particular menu. In each menu is 
a selection, of options which the user can 
choose from and some options also act as 
lilies to sub-options. This is what a Typical 
menu structure could look like:

* Each set of titles, oplions and sub- 
options in Blitz 2 are assigned a unique id 
number just like screens and windows. This

Setting up a menu is just like defining a 
variable in Blitz 2. There are three com- 
mands: MenuTitle, Menultem and Subitem, 

Each of these allow the declaring ol each, 
part of a menu and gives you the power to 
group these with the unique menu id num- 
bers. thus allowing you to, create several 
sols of menus tor different parts of your pro- 
gram. One thing to remember aboul menus 
is that Ihey need to be attached to a win- 


dow because of the way the workbench 
sets them up {Sorry, That's ihe way ft Is). 

But don't despair, we can set up a 
dummy window, which canl be seen by the 
user All we do is define our menu, set up 
our screen as before but add a window 
without a tille and without borders. This 
makes for an Invisible window!

But, when your video masterpiece is fin- 
ished, what about its soundtrack? You 
could utilise the excellent Sunrize 16-bit 
sampling card, but that comes at a profes- 
sional price which, is a bit expensive if you 
just want to enhance your 24-bit remake of 
Bladeftunner with a friend's dark jungle 
MOD files, or add some sound samples 
direct from your Amiga. 

Digital Sound Track (DST) r by Merlin's 
Software, is an American program which

the USA so I won't list them hare - though 
strangely DST can’t control the popular 
Nucleus Personal SFC. 

Fortunately, support for DFS's Personal 
Animation Recorder has just been added, 
so I tested DST with a FAFt card hooked up 
to the video input of an IV-24 - a system 
which alone would set you back over 
£5000, It seems you need lo be pretty seri- 
ous about your animation to be able to 
make full use of DST. 

For all its claimed power, l was surprised 
to find that DST's manual is a skinny 12- 
page AS affair which doesn't mention the 
PAR at aii. Instead, the manual concen- 
trates on the use of single frame controllers. 

The actual PAR information is contained 
in a ReadMe file which also covers DST's 
Scrip! Recording feature. I found the

ReadMe more helpful than the manual, 
though i guess the PAR inlo will eventually 
find ils way into the documentation proper. 

installing DST is a hit and miss affair, as 
it uses ils own custom installer instead ol 
the standard Commodore one. While 
installing the PAR version of the software, 
it also decided to install the OpalVision 
ARexx programs because it detected the 
Opal Vi sion. library on my hard disk. 

Giving the user full control over the instal- 
lation would be a better option to 
avoid such problems. Eventually, after 
some manual Installation. I got DST 
up and running, though I can’t say it 
was as straightforward as if might have 
been, 

With the hardware and software installed, 
getting it ail lo work seamlessly together 


Scripts are written using DST's scrip! recording, facility, which 
is easy to use but lacks the power lo produce a tolally satisfac- 
tory result 

By seeding “Begin Script Recording 1 a frame can he 
selected from an animation and a sound lagged lo if. Each 
sound has to be added in fbe order thai ft will bs played, or an 
error message appears, 

When Ihe scrip! recording is finished you then can go into 
“record" or “lest script" mode, and ell the sounds will play back 
in time with the animation - at least lhat’s the theory . 

This is where a major problem arises. There appears to be 
no synchronisation lock between Ihe PAR’S frame counter and 
DST's limecods clock, which means that scripted sounds may 
well play hack in completely the wrong plaace. 

DST has a “Change Time Delay' option to allow manual tun- 
ing to the PAR'S constani playback speed but, as this requires 
frequent resets, editing Ihe soundtrack to any degree of accu- 
racy quickly becomes an exercise in total frustration. 

If you need to edit your script, lo offset the unreliable syn- 
chronisation tor example, the only way lo do il is with an exter- 
nal text editor or woidprocessoi. By editing scripts you can 


build up some fairly complex soundtracks - including setting 
Ihe number of loops over which a sample will repeat, though 
the cryptic scrip! format is only vaguely explained In the 
ReadMe file, making editing a tough job. 

Setting the time at which a sound plays back seems rather 
arbitrary, since the numbers in the script bear no relation to 
those displayed on ihe DST screen. 

I found the only practical way to insert a sound in a script 
was to begin a new script, indicate where I wanted a sound to 
play, save the script, then insert this new file into my main 
script using a text editor. 

Once I got used to Ihis method of working I began to enjoy 
my digital dubbing, but soon found the playback sync of my 
animations knocked out of kilter by DST’s liaky synchronisation 
method, 

Making a small change to a script would often throw every- 
thing else out. This, plus the fact lhat sounds would not always 
play back on Ihe correct channel, soon had me reaching tor the 
paracetamol. 

Alas not an ideal situation, but as it stands Ihere's no real 
alternative. 


proved something ol a challenge, On start- 
up, DST displayed its single control screen 
with a quarter-sized window in ths lower 
left comer, ready for inserting an IV-24 PiP 
to monitor your animations. 

After relocating DST's ARexx scripts, j 
configuring Ihe IV-24 and running the IVPiP 
software, DST's PiP on/olf switch eventu- ■ 
ally produced an NTSC-sized window 
showing the PAR’S output. 

Experimentation, reference to the IV-24 
manual and some editing of Ihe supplied 
ARexx scripts produced a better display, 
though PAL users shouldn't have to do al« 
this extra work just to get a program work- 
ing properly. 

SOUND 

Finally, t could start adding sound to my 
animations. Wilh the PAR running l was 
able to select an animation and control il 
from ihe DST screen, which wasn't always 
easy as DST’s control buttons are small 
and sometimes awkward to use, while Ihe 
animation time display is tiny and flickers 
during animation playback. 

Switching the IV-24 display to video 
mode (essential when recording lo tape? 
made The time counter virtually unreadable. 
If DST emulated the PAR'S VCR-like con- 
trol panel and large-digil display, this would 
be a great improvement. 

Unlike Ihe PAR, DST will only let you 
play an animation, go fo a particular Irame 
(selected by time), or jog forwards or back- 
wards a frame at a time - a rather unstable 
procedure which sometimes locks up the 
program for a short lime it the jog button i« 
used loo enthusiastically. 

According to the manual, clicking or 
other parts ot the screen should force fhi 
jogging to slop, but it didn’t seem to wort 
lor me. The animation loop button als< 
seems unreliable, sometimes causing onl;

tack. The FPS button should allow you to 
'fiange Ihe playback speed of an animation 
rore mentally for slow-motion effects, bul i 
could only get it lo play at normal speed. 

Even if it did work, it offers only 5, 10 and 
1 5 frames-per-second speeds, instead of 
tha much wider range available through the 
3 AR software itself. 

Fortunately, the P Aft's keyboard controls 
are emulated and seem to work rather bet- 
’e r than DSPs on-screen buttons, although 
How-motion conlrol is still not included. 

PAR control via DST is certainly not as 
'einabla as tit ought to be, and sometimes I 
“ad to restart DST to get the PAR control lo 
*oric successfully. 

DST provides tour disks of PD samples 
a«!tj MODs, and some are of surprisingly 
good quality. Of course you can also use 
your own samples and MOD files, although 
^«ast surprisingly DST doesn't support 
IctaMED MODs! 

LOADING 

Loading sound files is fairly straightfor- 
ward. Clicking on an empty sound 
boat (each is also assigned to a function 
key) brings up a standard Tile requester, 
—■ ••ugh sadly there’s no preview option, so I 
had to resort to my directory utility 
Directory Opus) to audition any likely 
samples 

Each sample or MOD file can be played 
tack by eilher clicking on its bo* cr by 
messing its associated function key. Once 
c-aded, the ten sound slots available are 
^jppoaadly arranged in alternating stereo 
pairs. 

These assignments aren't indicated on 
screen, even though they are mentioned 
several, times in Ihe manual. 

Curiously, I found thal loaded sounds did 
-‘-r always play on their assigned channels.

DST can play up to four samples simulta- 
neously, or one stereo MOD file, providing 
a useful digital mixn'maleh capability. 

Once the sounds are loaded they 
can be added to an animation either by 
playing them back manually or by 
using DST's rather rudimentary scripting 
facility. 

When using a single frame controller a 
VTft can be set lo insert an audio track al a 
particular timecodo reading, with DST

liJhat's missing 

Since I couldn't get access to a suitable single 
Frame controller and VTR. I was unable to 
test how well DST works in this mode. It would 
he very useful Ihough il DST could control 
newer VCRs which have RS-232 control - 
such as Sony's UVW Beiacam series and 
Panasonic's pro S-VHS machines - which 
should be easy to implement. 

tf (his control was available in conjunction 
with the PAR, then DST could become the 
control centre of a digital edit suite, However, 
it seems lhat the programmers, already have 
their work cut oul just making DST work prop- 
erly with the PAR, never mind adding more 
leatures to Iha program, 

Mote lhat DST doesn't conlrol Amiga ani- 
mations, so if you thought i| would be a useful 
way of blending your animation wilh samples 
and MODS I’m afraid you'll be disappointed. 
Try Scala MM300 or MainAcfor pro instead- 


playing back the appropriate sound on cue, 
but with the PAR you have to book up both 
the PAR's video output and the Amiga's 
audio output to a VTR. 

However, this method offers no control 
over the VTR, so everything must bo 
recorded In a single pass, which means you 
either have lo trigger the sounds manually 
or write yourself a control script, 

In conjunction wilh Ihe PAR, DST could 
be a very handy animation ulility for adding 
spot effects and music, bul until ihe 
synchronisation problems are sorted out it 
will only cause aggravation during critical 
work, 

Since DSTs PAR support is quite recent 
I hope we’ll soon see a version that drives 
Ihe PAR properly and provides better edit- 
ing lunctidns. Until Ih&n, save your pennies 
lowards a more professional solution. Jiff

expansion port that would give the 
CD32 the characteristics of an A1 200. 

Paravision , realising this fact, were first to 
announce the development of such a unit, The 
SX-1 r as it was later named, has been eagerly 
awaited ever since. 

Contrary lo popular belief, the CD32 is not 
an A1200 with a CD-ROM drive attached. 
Therefore, providing the CD32 with the sort of 
expansion capabilities found on the A120Q is 
not totally straight forward . 

While it would appear that the CD^S's 
designers have allowed for as much commu- 
nication as possible through the consoles 
expansion port, all the outgoing and incoming 
signals need to be translated and manipulated 
before being oi any use r to man or machine. 

This has meant that the designers of the 
SX-1 have had to develop circuitry to mimic 
that which interfaces the guts of the Amiga 
with the outside world. 

ParavisiorTs SX-1 is a "Plug in and Go" 
expansion. Unless you are installing a hard 
drive there is no messing about with installa- 
tion software.. 

Once connected you can hoc* up to a suit- 
able monitor, an A 1200 -compatib!e floppy 
drive, a printer, a modem or even another 
computer, In fact you can fit almost anything 
that can be attached to an A 1200. 

The parallel, floppy and RGB connectors 
are standard Amiga ports and will work line 
with the vast majority of existing Amiga periph- 
erals and devices which con- 
ned to these interfaces.

Vour first stumbling block will be the serial 
port. Rather than use the more expensive and 
hard-to-come-by 25-pin D connectors, 
Paravision have opted for the more common 
IBM AT style 9-pin D connector. 

Before you gel too concerned, the Amiga's 
RS232 serial port only uses nine of the 25 
pins and 9 to 25-pin adapters are quite easy to 
oome by. Around the outside of the unit you 
will also find a disable switch, a hard drive 
connector, an AT keyboard socket and an 
audio input. 

DISABLING 

For the sake of compatibility, with some 
CD32 software titles a disable switch has 
been added. This disables the hard drive, ftof^ 
py drive, serial port and parallel port, removing 
the need to disconnect the SX-1 should you 
oome across any incompatibilities- 

lt is possible to connect an external IDE 
hard drive, with its own power source., to the 
hard drive connector al the rear ol The 
machine. The only problem 1 found with this 
was that the Appendix concerning the external 
hard drive, which was supposed to detail the 
pin configurations, was missing, 

This should be resolved but if It is important 
to you then check with your supplier before 


purchasing. The CD32's Aux port will aec^ 
an A4DOO keyboard, or even an A20QO o*j 
with the correct adapter, but Ihere is one 
snag - they are expensive. 

Amiga keyboards, unless picked up sec:a 
hand, can cost as much as £00. The inclus« 
of an IBM AT-101 keyboard adapter 
prove a real godsend, because you can pd 
up a suitable keyboard lor as little as £25. 

IBM AT-101 keyboards are not at all o c«j 
patible with the Amiga's keyboard, but the SW 
1 has an inbuili translator that makes the PC 
keyboard act like an Amiga one. 

Not all PC keyboards are AT-101 oomp^ 
bie. such as the XT keyboards, so you *4 
need to exercise a little caution when buym< 
one. 

You may also find that your AT-101 key 
board lacks a right ALT key, Should this a 
the case, there is a jumper setting on the EX 
Vs motherboard that allows the right CTR 
button to be used instead. 

As well as being able to mix both CD an 
Amiga audio, you will find that the SX-1 w 
allow you to mix a Ihird audio stream, via th 
6-pin Mini-Din socket.

There is little to compare Ihe SX-1 with, Several three- 
line serial links have been produced lor the CD32 and 
these have enabled Amigfl owners (and no doubt a few 
PC users) to transfer files from the CD 32 onto their 

AT &^ch add-ons, while function* ara not exactly &realh- 
iakingly fast and otter nothing bu! a simple serial connec- 
tion. Some people seem to think that the SX-1 will turn 
their CD32 into an A12G0 

This Is not the case, ll gives your CD^ many of me 
A12G£ys characteristics but lails lo achieve the impossi- 
ble, which is turn it into an A1200, Think of it as an addi- 
tional model in the Amiga computer range and you 


should not be disappointed. 

Any A 1200-compatible software should work fine on 
the GD32 fitted with Ihe SX-1. I certainly could not find 
any problems on this front, despite constant attempts lo 
catch it out. Even programs written In Amos worked fine. 
Amos is packed with hardware-hitlmg routines and short 
cuts - ihe fact that it worked on the GD32 would suggest 
that many other OS unfriendly programs should run. 

The AT-101 keyboard adapter was, 1 felt sure, bound 
to throw a lew wobblies bul it happily handled all that l 
threw at it. The inclusion of this option was an incredibly 
Shrewd move and Paravision should be applauded lor it,

Last but nol least is the onboard real-lime 
dock. This is an AmigaDos-oompatible dock 
Ahich is powered by a long life CR2032 
replaceable lithium battery. Something that 
many At 200 do not possess. 

So does all this turn your CD32 into a 
usable Amiga computer? Well effectiveiy it 
■does. To prove this I spent hours down load- 
in -g files from CD-ROM discs onto floppies, 
running floppy-based software, printing off 
doc files, playing the odd game and parroting 
n up to an A4000 in order to chuck tiles all 
over the place. 

SUPPORT 

I even hooked up a modern and used the 
CD32 to log onto a couple of boards, What 
you cannot do is add a laster processor, an 
FPU chip or a SCSI controller. Whether it is 
possible fo provide support for these remains 
to be seen, but no announcements have 
been made as yet. 

If you are to experience any hardware 
compatibility problems with the SX-1 then 
you will probably find the cause to be power 
related, The CD32’s power supply is a bit 
whimpy in the amperage department. 

II works perfectly well with the CD32 but 
may not like too many peripherals drawing 
from it. Much depends on how greedy your 
rardware is, bul you will find lhal you should 
re able lo connect bolh a 2.5 inch' hard drive

Instructions are rather briel and do nol 
contain any diagrams. While this may not be 
necessary for most of the features, diagrams 
do tend to break up ihe text making it more 
digestible. 

The placing of the RGB socket was also a 
little odd, 1 found that ihe adapter on my CBM 
1960's monitor lead sal tightly on lop of the 
CD32's power plug. II did not prevent il from 
working but it was sbli slightiy annoying. 

Actually the whole design was a little dis- 
ap pointing, A much neater solution would 
have been lo have a unit that sal underneath 
the GD32, with one long row of connectors 
along the back,

ne of the biggest dilemmas for any 
animator is how to make their cre- 
ations believable. In many cases the 
obvious solution is to incorporate a sequence 
c( stills from the real-world as part of the overall 
animation. 

As a result, livings like TV screens and win- 
dows can come to life with your favourite soap 
and scenery. Seemingly the perfect solution. 
However. what if you need a Hole more lhan a 
ample sequence mapped onto a flat plain. 

For example hew do you add explosions to 
blazing ships or flickering dames to a candle - 
without spending thousands on expensive 
pyrotechnics and studio facilities, 

The answer. The pyromama CD-ROM from 
VCE inc. Thanks to this California outfit, ihe 
nightmare of making a believabte big hang is 
finally over. 

Although many of the more advanced Amiga 
animation systems attempt lo emulate explo- 
sions and other pyrotechnics, they've never 
realty been on a par with the real thing. 

As a result, this new CO- ROM wi be a god- 
send for anyone looking for (he kind of FX usu- 
ally exclusive to big Hollywood productions, 

Over the last 16 years VCE, or Visual 
Concept Engineering, has been a loading light 
- pun intended - in the production of visual 
effects for films such as Return of the Jedi, 
Rohocop, Beetlejuioe. Addams Family and 
diflhanger. 

Fortunalely they've now decided to lavish 
their wealth ol experience on a new CD-ROM 
which boasts It S3 individual PICT files, all 
scanned from 35mm film stock at a resolution 
of 640x480 at 72 DPI. 

f4ot surprisingly, Ihe aforementioned files are 
split into a variety of events including eight 
explosions, five fire wipes, five flame 
sequences and a single film burn sequence. 

Consequently, pretty much every pyrotech- 
nic eventuality can be catered for by using indi- 
vidual sequences or compositing a series of 
events together. New as ihe videograpbers wlU 


Fire wipes 

Although Ihe vast majority of the CD is dedi- 
cated to explosions and other spectacular 
pyrotechnics, there's also a series of dedi- 
cated wipes lhat have been pre-processed 
using an alpha channel, thereby enabling 
ihe user to apply (laming transitions 
between static images. 

The end result is a wall or cirde of flame 
which glides across the screen burning 
away the current image, leaving the 
replacement in its wake Without seeing ihe 
fltfect in action it's difficult lo appreciate how 
impressive it actually is. But rest assured, 
even the most dramatic Scale transition 
looks weak in comparison.

be well aware, 640 x 460 is a little short on full 
video resolution. However, Ihanks to the excel- 
lent quality of the images, scaling up to lull 
video size doesn't really present a problem. 

However, in the vast majority of cases Ihe 
actual affect will only occupy a relatively small 
area on ths screen. As a result, for many Of Ihe 
applications the files may in fact need scaling 
down - in order to accommodate system 
requirements. 

As you’ve probably guessed via ths refer- 
ence to the PICT Trie format, Ihe actual CD is 
primarily aimed at the PC and Macintosh mar- 
ket. Thanks lo the use of a standard ISQ966Q 
CD format ihough, the files are equally at home 
on Ihe Amiga as fhey are on Ihe PC or Mac, 

I must admit there is one minor problem, Ihis 
being the lack of an animated preview of the 
various sequences. 

COMPILING 

On both the Mac and PC, small anim pre- 
views are provided for each event. However, if 
you’re willing to invest a little time compiling 
your own it isn’t exactly a massive probtem. 

As you can see from the composite space 
ship explosion, all Ihe Pyromania images have 
been shot on a black background to aid compo- 
sition. it must be stressed that the images have 
not been pre-processed. 

In other wands, the black areas cl ths screen 
are not restricted to colour zero. As a result it's 
left up to the user to process the images to suit 
their particular needs. 

Basically, some form of image processing 
is essential, wilh either ADPro or ImageFX 
being the obvious choice for both colour 
correct and composition erf Ihe effects into your 
animations, 

If you're serious about your animation the 
CD is an absolute must- To my knowledge 
there's no other product available that can 
match the explosive power of Ihis impressive 
product. 

Be warned Ihough. (here's still a fair amount 
of work to do in your favourite image processor 
if you want the very best from Ihe images on 
after. A dream come true ter serious animators.

Sorry, but there it is. ARexx is about as 
interesting as a bus timetable and the pro- 
grammers, thinking they had provided an 
easy enough language lor the average 
user, were forced to go away and make it 
even easier. 

Since ADPro was blessed with the 
superb ProControt and Prop age got its 
Genies. ARexx macros have gradually 
become more common, but there has never 
been an all-round macro control centre. 
Batch Factory hopes to be the answer by 
supporting as many of the best applications 
as possible. 

In a package containing 304 scripts cov- 
ering 11 applications, the macro-starved 
user will find an ARexx elasloptast for many 
common or garden ailments. 

SCRIPTS 

ADPro users can choose from G8 scripts, 
most of which can be used on single or 
multiple files, Pro Page users can add to 
their already long list of Genies, and even 
good old AmigaDOS gets ten scripts pi its 
own. 

When loaded, Batch Factory has the 
appearance of a directory manager. Two 
large windows are used to display the cur- 
rent directory and the files selected lor pro- 
cessing. and only a single row of buttons 
breaks up what is an otherwise uninspiring 
screen. 

Minimalism is carried over to the menus, 
which offer only a few options and can 
leave you wondering where the meal and 
veg is located. 

Choose to select a script, however, and 
the poor impression quickly changes. A file 
requester, slower than the average snail but 
still usable, offers access to an Aladdin's 
cave of macros of all shapes and sizes. 

The most obvious use for a program 
such as this is. for work with ADPro, so 
that's where I started.

lllhat's a macro? 

ARexx Is Itie Amiga's script-based language for communi cation between different programs 
and has been supplied as standard since Workbench 2.0 was released. 

An ARexx script is written as a test file In an editor such as ED or a word processor, then 
saved to disk for use by any program which supports the standard (mosl do nowadays!. 

When a script is executed it runs in the background and can be used to do just about any- 
thing, so long as the application it is aiding has enough of its own ARexx functions built In, 
ADPro and ProPage are good examples of programs which can be completely controlled from 
ARexx, 

The script sends and receives commands from its parenl program and can loop over and 
over again to carry out mundane tasks, such as renaming all the files in a particular directory 
or creating an animation from hundreds of single images. 

Batch Factory has over 300 scripts (or macros} and can run any that the user creates, thus 
taking the drudgery out of many tasks.

O his month we are opening windows 
the modern way (Release 2 
onwards) and in order Tor things (o 
make sense, some system routine changes 
need to be discussed. 

In order to create the enhancements 
which came with Release 2. many estab- 
lished system procedures, like window 
opening, required extra data items to be 
specified. 

The new Commodore approach to this is 
based on the use of arrays that contain 
pairs of items consisting of an identifying 
label and a corresponding ‘real 1 parameler 
value. 

Since these lists provide a way or tagging 
additional parameters onto existing O/S 
Structures, they have been called lag lists 
and are based on system structures known 
as Tagltems. 

If you look in the Utility/iagitem.i header 
you'll find that these entities are actually 
defined as above:

The STRUCTURE, ULQNG and LABEL

LockPubScreen{) and UnlockPubScreend, 
can be used on any public screens and are 
handled just Like any other library functions. 

The required parameters are set up, the 
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library base is placed in register a6, and the 
appropriate indirect sub-routine call is made, 
On return,, the results (if any) are cheeked to 
see that they are valid. 

One way of locking the Workbench 
screen is to set up a static name definition 
using a deb directive, a Jong with a variable 
to store the returned Workbench pointer.

At the moment we've got just four additional operations to perform. Screen 
locking and unlocking, and window opening and closing. There will be many 
more in the final program and, as with library opening, many ol these opera- 
tions may conceivably fail. 

For this example program I'm going to adopt an approach which Is a sim- 
plified version of something which, in my C programs, I call 'dynamic 
resource allocation'. 

The idea is to code aJl allocation and opening operations as separate sub- 
routines that try to carry out their intended job and then either fail and return 
an error code, or succeed and push the address of a corresponding de-allo- 
cation routine onto a function pointer stack. 

Under normal (non -error) termination conditions, program closedown 
occurs by reading any existing pointers from the function pointer stack and 
executing the corresponding de-allocation routines. 

If during any of the allocation attempts an error occurs, the same stack 
emptying routine gets called^ but only those pointers that have been placed 
onto the stack prior to Ihe occurrence dt the error will be retrieved and 
executed. 

Hence, one de-allocation loop handles both error and non-error condition 
closedown perfectly safely. 

This may seem like an unnecessary complicated way of doing things but 
it's not been used to make things difficult for you. Far from it, because this 
technique makes systematic program closedown a piece of cake - just leek 
hew easy the de-allocation loop is to cede:

We pull the function pointer off the stack and providing that it is non-zero, 
execute the function. Just five instructions are needed, so the 680x0 chip is 
pretty good for these type of operations - do note though that a data 
register (I've arbitrarily chosen dO) has to bs used within the loop because 
you cannot use the 6BDxO's move instruction to load an address register 
directly. 

You'll notice in the source code on disk that I’ve set up a null address right 
at the top of the function pointer stack - this is specifically to allow this zero 
address test to be used to indicate when all items have been removed and 
used. 

There is another important benefit with this stack- based approach as well. 
The de- a I location/c Jc sed own routines automatically get executed in the 
reverse order to that used in the initial allocation/opening stages of the 
program. 

This provides a nice safe way of de-a I locating things and avoids having to 
use loads of 'spaghetti code' Jumps and branches to provide error pathways 
when operations fail. 

Listing 1 shows the code arrangements lor the locking/unlocking routines 
and listing £ shows Ihe window routines. (Mote: these Usings referred to are 
on the Cover Disk along with ihe extended version of ihe code.) Molice inci- 
dentally that I'm using an error label that, starts with a period in both sets of 
routines- 

This is Devpac's way of signifying a local label (a label that gets lagged 
onto Ihe last used normal label to allow effective re-use ol commonly used 
labels tike loop, error and so on). 

I've also changed a couple of loop names from last month's code to pro- 
vide other local label illustrations, Note however, that with some 
other assemblers you may need to remove the penods and add a terminal $ 
sign to the labels to get ihe same effect (if in doubt, check your assembler 
manual),

the colour of the teams socks. Is this meant to ho serious? Does anyone really care 
what colour socks they have? 

I mean anyone with a modicum of common sense would surely have realised 
and said, "Hey, why don't we concentrate on things that really matter, like 
gameplay?" 

This is what counts after all. Somehow you don't feel in control of the game 
and there are no impressive moves to carry out. 

Most of all, the game is incredibly boring F Even the most appalling football 
games manage to conjure some excitement especially in two-player mode. But 
not so in this case. You find yourself wishing for the final whistle and the game 
does nothing to evoke the competitive spirit. 

This really is the spit in the referees whistle - avoid - unless of course you 
really are a glutton for punishment.

puzzle element too. Bubble and Squeak does take a fair bit of working out and it's ! 
not a game you can just whiz through. 

The puzzles require you to work out how to get the two characters around the 
levs Is by using the objects and character's abilities - for example, jumping onto 
Squeak's back to reach higher levels or operating the lifts with the switches located 
on different platforms. 

This works extremely well and leaves us with a very enjoyable and addictive 

game. . . 

It may actually be a little too cute for some but this doesn't mean it is an easy 
game. Ignore the misleading cutesy factors and it is a taxing but very playable title. 

The password system is a more than welcome feature (although fiddly to operate!

Technically, 
these software products were outstand* 
ing and caused many gamers' jaws to 
drop. 

The down side, due to massive 
amounts of data involved, was that the 
games came on far too many disks 
which meant you were sentenced to a 
life in swapping hell. 

The Sullivan Bluth Studios, famous 
for motion pictures such as Freddy 
F.K.0.7, Ail Dogs Go To Heaven and 
more recently Thumbeiina, handled all 


the animation and did a really good job 
with the products, but they were 
all sadly lacking in the playability 
department. 

3.5" disks are now becoming slowly 
defunct and it looks like the computer 
industry is quickly moving towards the 
CD format.

* your sounds Tor your musicaf 
masterpiece, you need to know 
aH about the law or sampling, otherwise you 
could find yourself in a tot of trouble 
Sampling has become a massive bone of 
contention throughout the music industry, 
and within the last few years it has become 
mcKP an<f more .popular due to professional 
sampling machines becoming more 
affordable. 

Is sampling a legitimate source of new 
sounds or is it quite simply out and out 
theft? This particular argument will rage on 
until the opposing parties are blue in the 
Face, but as tor as (he future goes, sampling 
is here to stay. 

When you create a piece of music, you 



automatically have the copyright but only If 
you write it down or record it Even if 
someone else records your piece of made, 
you are soil the author and thus have 
exclusive rights to the piece. 

The important thing is proving that you 
came up with the music first. There are two 
things you can do wtnch will satisfy ahy 
court of taw. You can either post a copy oF 
the work to yourselF by recorded delwery, 
so the postmark can act as proof of the 
dale. The other optton is to leave a copy 
wrth your bank and gel an official receipt 
Stating the date of (he deposit. 

RECORDS 

That's the law deaft with, but the art of 
sampling has raised many legal problems, if 
you want to sample horn a record, just how 
much can you gei away with? An 
infringement only occurs rf a 'substantial 
part" of a piece of wort has been copied or 
samptod 

The actual Copyright act doesn't state 
exactfy how much this is, but Its as much 
the quality of the sample as the actual 
quantity. A very short musical piece can soil 


constitute a substantia* part rf it’s distinctive 
enough. The tour copyrighted notes of the 
Channel Four television theme tune is just 
one example out of many 

If you sample any part oF any copyrighted 
work, no matter how small, you risk getting 
caught. You may believe that what you've 
sampled Is from a relatively obscure 
source, but there will always be someone 


somewhere who might recognise IL 
Even if you distort the sample, so that it's 
totally different from the wigmal, there 
might be that certain somebotfy - maybe 
even the original artist - who will know the 
sound and sue you because you've 
changed It from Its original form Your case 
probably wouldn't even make it to a Court 
oF law, but you still coufd Face a large

Vou 'JI see a number of video cameras on 
display, in a wide range of shapes, sues and 
prices, all with labels pointing out their latest 
whizz-tong features. 

But what do you really need in a camera? 
is fuzzy logic or built-in capwning a 
necessrty? In most cases i would think not, 
but it isn’t my place to tefl you whether a 
particular feature is necessary far your 
purposes. I'd rather let you know about 
those you'll actually need - everything else is 
icing on the cake. 

The first thing you shouid decide is what 
video format you want to use. For many 
people this will mean choosing either VH$ or 
WHS, though some people will prefer 
Videos or Hi-fl. Ultimately, which system you 
choose depends on several factors.

quality. If this is the case, then SVHS or HM3 
should be your choice as each offers visibly 
superior quality over their VMS or VldeoS 
counterparts and, as a consequence.

Otherwise you'll fall foul of the buitt-m 
AGC [Automatic Gain Contiol>. which tries 
its best to keep- the recording level constant 
at the expense of the sound itself. 

For instance, if you were recording an 
interview and a tony drove past or a noisy 
aeroplane flew over, then the AGC would 
reduce the recording level to lake into 
account the lorry or plane. 

The result would be that the 
interviewee's recorded voice would drop in 
proportion to Che overall drop in recording

The out-takes 

To edit video you need at least one video source |which could be a camcorder or a VCRf 
and a VCR to record onto. The record VCR should be capable of accurate frame 
positioning - the more accurate the better 

Again, the choice of VCR format rs up to you. and it doesn't necessarily have to be the 
same as the format of the video source, as long as they can be connected together 
successfully. For instance, you could use a Hi*B camcorder and an S-VHS VCR. since both 
use Y/C video signals. 

One important point to note is that the VCR must, like the camcorder, be able to be 
controlled extermaNy - lor instance via Infra red remote control - because this control will 
be used during editing 

But you can't just connect the video decks to the Amiga and start editing You’ll need 


an interface and controf software of one kind or another, and the cost of such things 
ranges from several hundred pounds to several thousand, depending on the Jevel you 
wish to edit at. 

In most cases home users won't be dorng A/B or 3-machine editing, concentrating 
instead on simple cutting from source to recorder and gentocking graphics and titles, so 
one of the cheaper packages would probably suttee. 

Two-machme editing can't add wipes and fades between pictures, but it can let you 
cut out all the rubbish from your source tapes, add graphics arid music and assemble a 
coherent program from a senes of individual dips. 

This is probably a satisfactory compromise for those birthday, holiday and other home 
videos which won't ever be seen by anyone but you, your close friends and family 

There are a couple of low-cost edit controllers on the market - Gold Disk’s Video 
Director Is well under £200. likewise Scala's Echo EE 1 CK3 [which also requires 
5caiaMM300 and a fairly powerful Amiga with a hard drive|. Both packages can control a 
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level, and probably be compfecefy swamped 
by Uw louder lony or plane. 

For me, as an ex-sound recordist, AGC is a 
tog pain in trie backside and can cause no 
■end erf problems. 

Therefore ft's important that jaj you can 
control the sound levels manually and jbf you 
can plug do external microphone in so you 
can get closer to your subject 
ir you are able to m< your main sound 
source as closely as possible, the relative 
balance between It and the background 
sound wilt be much better - and the 
resulting recordings will be far more 
audible

Control-L camcorder or VCR as source and an infra red-equipped VO? for editing. By 
defining a series of dips which you wish to copy from the source to the editor, the whole 
process can be organised fairly simply, if you have the night video equipment. 

Obviously, each program has different features and there's no room for reviews 
here, so youll have to look elsewhere for more details - and for other editing packages - 
but as a good start for your research check out Video Director and. If possible. 
Seals Echo. Other editing solutions include PCRF^s Video 20 senes.. Video-Pilot 33tt and 
Syntronrc's Cditman 

Of course, an edit controller isn't strictly necessary, and you can do simple editing by 
hand using only the play, pause and record buttons on the video machines, However, 
this is a very rough and ready method and there's no way you're going ro get accurate 
edits this way. though as a cheap and nasty method it's hard to beat. 
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There's not much I can tell you here 
except that good Video equipment 
doesn't come cheap and there's s^ddm 
such a thing as a bargain when buying 
edit-capable VCRs and camcorders. If 
you're buying from scratch, expect to 
shell out at least £2000 on ail the bits 
and pieces 


what, you are shooting rt might be possible to 
use lighting which is at hand. For instance, 
use an Angtepoise or table tamp to improve 
rhe lighting, switch an the room lights. Or 
even just use a sheet of newspaper as a 
reflector to bounce some dayfight onto a

There are times when even the best 


cameras can't cape properly with the 
prevailing lighting conditions funless 
you've got an Infra-red nightwisran 
camera, of course*]. 

Most modern cameras use CCD 
devices, whrch provrde better lighting 
pick-up than the tubes older cameras 
were based on. Although many cameras have 
lighting gain switches to boost the brightness 
of a low-lrght image, this boosting also 
enhances the inherent none in the image, 
making it appear more grainy. 

The solution is to add extra fighting, where 
circumstances allow, so that the picture 
quality remains as high as possible. It isn't 
always necessary to buy specialised lights 
though because depending on where, and

do to improve the 
lighting, but there are also times 
when proper lighting is an absolute must, 
whether for practical or artistic purposes. 

If you cannot hire lights |iike most video 
equipment, fights are often available for hire 
locally iF you make a few 
enqumesj then you'll 
have to buy some, 

Good fights cost a lot of 
money, so before you take the 
plunge take a trip to t large 
hardware store and see what kind of 
halogen Tamps they have on offer 
f say halogen Because they 
provide a tat of tight whrle 
being compact in size, 
and you might 
decide that to 
save money you 
can improvise a set 
of lights for all but 
those speciaf 
occasions when it 
wouldn't do to look like 
you're using makeshift fighting 

But for home shooting, animation or what 
have you, such lighting will usually suffice. 
Always remember that etectncmy can be 
deadly and if you're not sure what 
you're doing, find someone who 
does who can either advise you 
or fix the fights up for you.

Pratchett highly impressed with the graphics 
produced in such a short space of time. 

With this arrow to his bow. Hough has 
continued to steadily climb the career ladder 


and earn himself a healthy £IflK a year for his 
work. 

Coming up is work on a senes of exhibitions 
for a large freezer manufacturer and for Spender 
speakers who have asked him to design what 
will appear on the video walls at an up^nd- 
toming show.

Watch your back 

A word of caution though for (hose. thinking about setting up their own graphics company. r The 
biggest mistake you can ever do rs to tefl people that you use an Amiga. You go to the potentraf 
customer and tell him you use an Amiga and theyTf say ' Oh. my son ui« one of those for games, 
your finished results can't be that good ' 

Simon continues/ they expect a Silicon Graphic! machine or a RentT-um PC. I thought that kind erf 
attitude was a rumour when I first started but but it s actual fact." 

He believes that if Commodore are ever to break their games-only image, it s going to take a serious 
turn round in marketing and even a renaming to puif the focui of punters away from the Amiga 
"game only' label. 

The marketing people at Commodore need to be given the push. Television programmes such as 
Babylon 5 use the Amiga and Commodore stiN rani get the machine off the ground/ 

As for those of us who wish to use the Amiga for something other than games. Hough has these 
words of advice: ‘ For those people trying to start out, don't get depressed when peopfo put you 
down. Watch out for individuals flying to exploit you and wafofr your back.'

These ideas are from J Haughey. who has 
supplied us with three wipe PEOCs to get us going 
I'd De interested to see some more of Efms type of 
PfiOC, as it's nice to have 1 a litlfe library Of useful 
utils, especially ones which you use a lot.

A brilliantly laid out 
III 4 ^< urrH ' nt can b* ruined by unsuitable 
binding. Obvious example - a document 
which is intended Tor reference, where readers 
are gang to want the document to remain open 
while using both of their hands to follow 
instructions. 

Use a binding that won't let the document 
remain Open and you WiN annoy your readers. So 
you have to choose a suitable binding. 

The cheapest method of binding is called side- 
Jtabteng, You place the pages in order, one on 
lop of the other, then drive wine staples through 
the left-hand side. 

though che^j and easy, it is a crude method 
which rtoes not allow the document to be opened 
easily, nor to remain open Omy use (fas method 
if, because of time or costs, there really is no other 
option. 

Rather than side-stab your document, its better 
to use piastre grip binders which cost a little more 
than staples but are just as easy. Most big 
stationers sell them. 

However, do keep in miner that like side- 
stabbing, plastic grip binders do not allow 
documents to be opened easily, nor to stay open, 
plus there is the added disadvantage that if 
opened very guicikiy the grip may well fly ofT at 
great speed. 

The most widespread method of tending and 
also one of the least eostfy methods is cabled 
saddle-stitch. Here, pairs of pages are printed 
together on the same sheet. All the sheets are 
collated, folded in half and then they are either 
stitched or wire-stapled together down the fo*d 

Prodded they do not contain too many pages, 
with a bit of pressure down the Told saddle- 
stitched documents can usually he opened flat 
and persuaded to remain open at a certain page. 

The smaller the format, the fewer pages you 
can have before the fold gets the upper hand. 
While a 48-page, A4 format saddle-stitched 
document may be persuaded to remain open, an 
A5 format document Of that S^e WOuW want to 
close. [Ask Isaac Newton if you want to know 
why. | 

Far binding purposes, the pairs of pages have 
to be printed in a certain order The exact layout 
of the pages depends on how many pages Re on 
to the sheet, but the rule of thumb is that the 
page numbers of ’racing" pages always add up to 
one more page than there is in the document. 

So fora four-page document, page one and 
four (=fivej are a pair (page I being the cover), 
and page two and three (=fivej are a pair. If you 
are providing your artwork to the printers as 
single pages, then let the printers worry about 
this, but do ensure that your pagination [page 
numbering] is correct 

Keep in rrwid that saddle-stitched documents 
have to be made up of mtetiptes of four pages 


You can't have a rune-page document saddle- 
stitched. it would have to haw three blank pages 
to make it 12 

Most printers prefer to work in multiples of 
eight, so think about this before you design and 
lay out your document, 

Saddle-stitched documents will also need 
trimming down the noostitched length, as the 
pages m the centre will poke out further than 
those nearer the covers. 

DESIGN 

Sear this in mind when designing your pages. 
It depends on the ihtckness of the paper, but m a 
64-page (32-sheet) document the trim can be as 
much as 5mm left and right with standard 80 
gsm bond paper. 

And that size - 64 pages - >i about ai big as 
you can go with saddle-stitch without getting an 
ugly bulge at the fold. You may be able to push it 
to 96 pages [48 sheets) if che paper isn't too 
thick, but any bigger than this and you'll either 
have to have (he document stitched in sections 
and use the cover to tend the sections (hardback 


books are normafly bound n this way, it's not 
cheap], or choose another method of tending 
Wire or plastic tending rs very papular these 
days Many offices have a machine for tending 
reports and so on in this way Mtiles are punched 
along the left-hand edge of sheets and a wire or 
plastic clasp is meshed into the holes. For 
documents that need to lie flat, wire or piaster 
tending is perfect. 

The main disadvantage, apart Tram the cost if 
you use wire [even mote for piaster-coated wire), 
is that documents bound in this way are not easy 
to store because the binding rS wider than the 
publication 

Also, packed on to a bookshelf wire bindings 
can get entwined. A solution to this problem rs a 
special type of cover which almost completely 
covers the wires, but. because of the special 
equipment needed, this is among Ehe most 
expensive methods of binding, 

Lastly, there are ring tenders. Two or four 
holes are punched down the left-hand side erf 
pages, and these we then threaded on to a 
Rttinq in the ring binder 

Jr Is simple, but the ring tenders themselves 
can be expensive. They don't get much cheaper 
than about U each unless you buy in vast 
quantities. But f your document needs tD be 
regularly updated., and/or needs to lie flat and 
stay open, ring tenders are the best solution. 

The only disadvantage, apart from cost, is that 
the pages can wear at the holes if the document 
k used regufarfy, tr you do choose nng binders, 
choose ones itvit suit the size of the document - 
there's nothing worse than having half-a-dozen 
pages Rapping about in a binder designed to 
take hundreds, 
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[omplete perfection 

Perfect binding is the neatest method. It is how this magazine n bound- Single pages; - or single sheets 
of eight of 16 pages folded in a special way [called sections!, later sliced along the folds - are damped 
tightly together and a thm layer of gtue is applied along the spine. 

Perfect binding costs a bit more than saddle-stitched, but the results are much neater. It is possible 
to ■break" the tending by folding the document back on itself, in which case pages are liable to drop 
out but on the whole perfect binding is good for anything aver 32 pages that doesn't have 10 He flat 
and remain qpen.
